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MR. BRYAN’S ARGUMENTS. 

If Mr. Bryan will in his canvass this year omit 
all discussion or even allusion to remote or spec- 
ulative interests and restrict himself to the prac- 
tical facts and issues of the day he will find a | 
ready response and greatly improve his chances 
for election. | 

The issue which today presses hardest upon 
every family is the public issue of the greatest 
importance—the cost of living. “4 

The Republican party under President Roose- 
velt’s lead has drawn the Government into vast 
jingo enterprises involving costly armaments on 
sea and ‘land, and if there is anything in its 
public utterances the war. charge in time of peace 
will continue to grow at the expense of peaceful 
enterprise, at the expense of the little fund the 
housewife has to feed her family. Mr. Bryan can 
bring home to every. man who has to support a 
family, the meaning, to him, of this extravagant 
war policy. 

The Philippine Islands have been an enormous 
draft upon the American pocketbook ever since 
the iridescent blunder of annexation was commit- 
ted 10 years ago. The cost of protecting the ar- 
chipelago is a total loss, since the islands have 
made no return for the money spent, and the 
gain to American trade has, been absolutely noth- 
ing. Here is a huge item of expense which every 
family helps to bear, an expense which can never 
be thought of as an investment, which can never 
be the source of pride or profit. 

But the most effective appeal to the practical 
understanding of the people will be in a thorough, 
searching analysis of the tariff, a burden which 
presses heavily upon every citizen, but is espe- 
cially severe upon the wage earner and the hard 
working salaried man who can have little beyond 
the necessaries and, in some cases, the more mod- 
est comforts of life. The truth is, extravagance 
in public expenditures is not only . encouraged, 
but, to a considerable ‘extent, forced upon the 
Government to provide an excuse and justifica- 
tion for a tariff which is framed rather for the 
benefit of monopoly than for the public welfare. 
The poor man pays a tax on every article of ne- 
cessity he buys for himself or his family, he 
pays toll for the privilege of feeding and cloth- 
ing himself, to the holders of a monopoly sup- 
ported by Republican legislation. - 

The cost of living in this country is in 1908 
44 per cent higher than in 1898. During this 
decade protection and monopoly have had full 
control of governmental policy, the burden of. 
which grows heavier year by year. And this 
while wages are no higher and in many instances 
are lower than they were 10 years ago. 

Arguments addressed to the plain people, set- 
ting forth the facts of the economic situation, 
the facts of extravagant expenditure and of taxes 
levied for the - benefit of monopoly, will 
be of weight; they will be persuasive, con- 
vincing, compelling. Appeals to sentimental 
interests will enter deaf ears. What is wanted 
is a practical exposition of a condition which af- 
fects the mass of the people to their infinite in- 
jury. If Mr. Bryan will make such an exposition 
to the voters he will do more to promote his own 
cause and the practical ends he has in view than 
by years of rhetorical appeals to sentiment, how- 
ever lofty,and noble. This is a practical year; 
practical considerations will have the greatest 
weight with the ‘masses. of the people.

The Popular Science Monthly for July contains 
some pointed remarks on administrative methods 
in American universities which are sharp enough 
to pierce the skin of the most “practical” uni- 
versity managers. 

“Elsewhere throughout the world,” says the 
writer of this article, “the university is a republic 
of scholars, administered by them. Here it is a 
business corporation.” 

A republic of scholars administered by schol- 


jars is not likely to be very business like, but 


there is no reason why it should not be ordefly, 
careful, exact, energetic and intelligent. Its ob- 
jest is not to get money, but to diffuse light which 
is not the flame of a kerosene lamp. 

“There is real danger,’’ he goes on, “that the

dependence.” : 

But in these days universities cannot work and 
grow without money. And it is natural for the 
men who give the money to claim a voice in the 
administration. ,

yesterday?

Edward VII Disgusted With His 
Losses, So Are Ameri- 
can Women.. 








STABLE COSTS HIM 
$100,000 A YEAR

LONDON, Aug. 8.—King Edward contemplates re- 
tiring from the turf. His Majesty is heartily tired 
of racing, well-informed owners of racing stables 
assert. 

Secretly perhaps the American and English women, 
in whose society the King finds most enjoyment, 
will be glad with this news. Whenever one of the 
King’s horses runs these womefi bet on him loyal- 
ly—Wager much gold or many gloves that the royal 
colors will be in front at the finish, and, of course, 
the women have lost, as has the King. Secretly, 
too, but not the less sincerely, these women’s hus- 
hands will rejoice—for sentiment persuades very 
few men to back horses, even if a king owns them. 

That the King left Goodwood this week deeply 
chagrined by his horses failure to win is ‘entirely 
certain. Small wonder if: he is weary of his racing 
experiences. Miserable luck has pursued Bdward 
en the turf for years. He pays out $100,000 every 
year to maintain the royal steeds, and this great 
expense with no profits from winnings to offset it 
partly, {s a particularly hard dratm on_ the royal 
purse. Next to the defeat of his horse Perrier in 
the $10,000 event, the severest blow to King Edward 
this year was when Queen Alexandra's favorite 
filley, Princess De Galles, was beaten at Goodwood. 
Jockey Jones, who had the mount on the filly, was 
so certain she was winning easily that he eased 
her up. Danny Maher, on Roseberry’s Attic Salt 
stole up on Jones and snatched away the race by 
the narrowest of margins. 

The King’s intimates say they never saw him in 
such furious temper, as after the race which Jones’ 
confidence threw away. Lord Marcus Beresford, 
who manages the royal stable, did not dare ap- 
proach His Majesty and the success of the Duke 
of Richmdnd’s house party was ruined by the 
King’s continued anger. 
~ hen King Edward owned good horses like St. 
Fiusqueen, Persimmon and Diamond Jubilee, which 
won valuable stakes, he was far from disdaining 
ioe nice sums he won in bets and. which came in 
nicely. But for three or four years, although the 
fing has expended large sums in buying brood 
horses, he has not won a stake worth $5000. The 
death of his stallion Persimmon, by an accident not 
lone ago, meant a loss of $30,000 a year to him. 

Particularly galling to the King has been the de- 
feat of some of his horses by those owned by 
“Jakey” Joel, the millionaire kinsman of the late 
Barney Bernato. After Joel figured so unpleasantly 
in the Ifbel suit brought against him by Robeft 
Beivier, editor of Winning Post, it is reported that 
the King sald angrily: 

“The turf could get along well without either Joe! 
or Seivier.”

Widespread interest In this congress 
has been aroused by the recent confer- 
ence of governors at the White House, 
called by President Roosevelt, to discuss 
Ways and means to husband the nat- 


“ural resources of this country. 


All who are interested in the hus- 
banding of the natural resources of the 


nation, by achievement of the objects 
stated, are invited to attend the con- 
gress, participate in its deliberations 
and contribute. to a wise direction of 
national policies. 

National and State officials, irriga- 
tion and forestry experts, engineers, 
farmers and irrigators, manufacturers, 
professional and business men, industri- 
al workers and editors will attend. 

Concurrently with the Irrigation Con- 
gress, and continuing until Oct. BD, 
there will be held here an International 
Industrial Exposition of irrigated farm 


‘and forest products, together with ex- 


hibits of other’ industries and natural 
resources of the country. Large cash 
prizes, trophies and other offerings are 
expected to bring about a big competi- 
tive exposition. 

Besides, visitors will have opportunity 
to study irrigation, irrigation practices 
and results in New Mexico and Arizona, 
Opportunity will also be afforded to 
look over the gigantic projects of the 
Southwest now under way under the 
reclamation act—the great Roosevelt 
dam in the Salt River Valley, Arizona, 
the Elephant Butte dam, Arizona, the 
Leasburg Diversion Unit of the - Rio 
Grande project, and the Hondo and 
Carisbad projects in the Pecos Valley 
of New .Mexico.

GOT START IN LAUNDRY 





Struggled Long With Weekly 


Newspaper and Finally 
Made It Profitable. 





NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—About a quar- 
ter of a century ago, a young man man- 
aged a laundry in a Pennsylvania town. 
At the same time another young man 
was shoveling grain tn one of the eleva- 
tors on the Buffalo waterfront. 

The laundryman came to Buffalo later 
and established a newspaper. 

The grain shoveler, still later, after 
operating a string of saloons, bought 
iwo newspapers and consolidated them. 

Neither had any newspaper training 
whatever, but both have been success- 
ful, and are now wealthy men and pow- 
ers in politics. 

Tne former laundryman is Norman E. 
Mack, owner of the Buffalo Times, who 
has just been selected chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee. 

The man who once shoveled grain is 
William J. Conners, owner of the Buf- 
falo Courier, and chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee. 


One Is Educated; One Is Not, 


Mack is fairly educated, and some- 
times writes for his paper. 

Conners could not write a short paza- 
graph correctly, and when he presides 
at meetings ‘of the State Committee he 
makes £0 many grammatice! breaks that 
his associates have great difficulty in 
restraining themselves from explosions 
of laughter. 

Conners is not only a business rival of 
Mack, but has fought him in Erie 
County politics for many years; while 
Murphy joined with Conners in turning 
down Mack, and all other Bryan men, 
at the April State convention. 

Bryan’s confidence in the fidelity of 
his new chairman seems to be well jus- 
tified by the events of the :ast 12 years. 
In 1896, when there were such general 
desertions from the party, and when ‘ew 
newspapers in New York State support- 
ed Bryan, the Times stood by him faith- 
fully. As a reward, Mack was made 
National Committeeman from New 
York State. 

Ignores Principles to Be “Regular.” 

He did not believe then, nor has he 
ever believed, in the free coinage of 
silver and other doctrines laid down in 
the Chicago piatforn:, but he has always 
been “regular.” 

In 1900 he again supported Bryan en- 
thusiastically, although it was apparent 
that there was no chance of his elec- 
tion. He gave the same kind of sup- 
port to Parker in 194, notwithstanding 
the fact that Parker represented exactly 
what Bryan did not represent. 

The best example of Mack’s regularity 
under all circumstances was given at 
the Demecratic State Convention in this 
city last April. Murphy and Conners 
were in complete control of the conven- 
tion program. Mack was never consult- 
ed about anything. He and the Erie 
County delegation, which had been iIn- 
structed to vote for an indorsement of 
Bryan, were absolutely ignored. 


Still Remains “Regular.” 


Mack desired to be “regular” above 
all things, and when he found that a 
large majority of the delega.es were in 
favor of the “steam roller’ methods, 
he decided that it was useless to make 
a fight. After the convention he de- 
clined to take any part in a proposed 
bolting movement, or even in the Utica 
conference, which merely made a pro- 
test and organized for home rule. 

He did declare persistently, however, 
that Bryan was the choice of the Demo- 
crats of Erie County, and of the whole 
State, and that he would be nominated, 
whether the New York delegation to 
Dehver opposed him or not. 

Another illustration of Mack’s regular- 
ity was given in 1906. During the sum- 
mer of that year both Mack and Con- 
ners urged the nomination of Hearst 
for Governor. Charles F. Murphy also 
joined in the Hearst cry, and for once 
these three men were in accord. 
Murphy’s purpose was well understood. 
Although he had been unmercifully car- 
tooned in the Hearst newspapers, he 
was afraid that if Hearst ran on an in- 
dependent ticket he would come in 
second in the race, and that the Inde- 
pendence League would therefore gain 
control of the political machinery of 
the State and of New York city as well. 


Hearst Gets Two Nominations, 


According to the rumors at the time, 
Mack and Conners supported Hearst for 
the nomination, because they had receiv- 
ea intimations that, if they did not, 
another newspaper would be started in 
Buffalo. Whether these rumors were 
true or not, it is a fact that the two 
Buffalo publishers, who nad no love for 
the New York editor and were hardly 
acquainted with him, devoted columns 
daily to booming him. 

Towards the end of August Hearst 
called an Independence League Conven- 
tion, with the announcement that a 
straight ticket would be put in the fica. 
first 

the

tion, he did not believe that the Demo- 


cratic party should be a tail to the In- 
dependence ‘League kite. 

Mack Finally Falls in Line. 
Mack did not figuré in the Buffalo 
convention. Conners managed the 
Hearst headquarters at the Iriquois 
Hotel, while Murphy had his head- 
quarters in adjoining rooms. Mack was 
regarded as a rebel and treated as 
such. Of course; Conners was delight- 
ed, for he thought that Mack’s influence 
in Erie County politics would be de- 
stroyed. 

When the convention nominated 
Hearst, Mack came forward, “regular,”’ 
as usual, and announced his support of 
the ticket, as it had been regularly 
nominated. He managed to get on the 
band wagon at the last moment and lost 
little by his opposition to Hearst before 
ti.e convention. 

As to Mack’s personality; he is a man 
about fifty years old, of medium height, 
has ruddy cheeks, light moustache and 
hair and is always smartly dressed. He 











is personally: popular in his home city 
and among the politicans of New York 
who have met him. Mis manner of 


|greeting callers is very much like that of 


his predecessor as chairman of the Na- 
tinal Committee, .nomas T. Tessart 
of Indiana. 

Has Few Equals as Handshaker. 

As a handshaker ne nas few equals, 
and his smile is even more expansive 
than Taggart’s. He comes to New York 
about once a week throughout the year, 
and while here he can generally be 
found before noon in one of the leather 
chairs in the Hoffman Honse lobby, 
conversing with friends. 

He is always cheerful about the polit- 
ical situation~almost as cheerful as 
the late Elliot Danforth. Newspaper 
men who know him would not be at all 
surprised if, when he settled down at 
the Chicago headquarters, he should de- 
Clare that Bryan was certain to carry 
all the old pivotal States—-New York, 
New Jersey, Indiana, and Connecticut— 
with a fighting chance in Ohio.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Aug. 8.—A 
self-declared bankrupt, his fortune dis- 
sipated through his long battles with 
lawyers and the law, Harry K. Thaw’s 
one source of anxiety at this moment is 
his wife. He is anxious that Evelyn 
Thaw shall make no sacrifice on ac- 
count of his action in going into bank- 
ruptcy. 

“I desire to look out for Evelyn's ex- 
penses next month, the same as last,’’ 
said Thaw today, and, to that end, 
Roger O'Mara, the Pittsburg detective 
who \has been appointed receiver of 
Thaw’s estate, will be asked to pro- 


vide for Mrs. Thaw out of the funds 
placed in his hands. : 

Thaw declines to 
amount paid to Evelyn, but her month- 
ly alowance is commonly: said to be 
$1000, and the schedule of expenses al- 
ready paid by Thaw shows that since 
the shooting of White, he has paid ex- 
penses of his wife to the amount of 

Anxious About Mother, 

To a Post-Dispatch correspondent, 
who interviewed him on his financial 
affairs in the Poughkeepsie Jail to- 
day, Thaw expressed not only solici- 
tude for his wife, but for his mother’s 
interests as well. 

“My mother should not be further 
involved,”’ he said. ‘‘She has made 
large advances to me, beginning over 
two years ago, and she has given large 
sums to hospitals, churches and other 
good works.” 

According to Thaw’s statement, his 
mother has advanced to him for the 
expenses of his fight for life $221,500, 
and he does not wish to have her spend 
any more on his account. 

He continued: ‘My estate, consisting 
of lands, securities and coal and coke 
stock, has been completely. swallowed 
up by the cost of my several trials. I 
am practically bankrupt. The money I 
owe various lawyers and the expense 
of my trials have cost me rearly every 
penny Ii have. 

“T have asked the courts to appoint 
a receiver for my estate, as that is the 
only way my.creditors may hope to get 
anything. You see, I had so many bills 
to pay this seemed the best way, so 
that al] would get paid fairly, instead of 
a.few getting all the money. : 

“Some of my bills were out of all rea- 
sons, but others were fair enough. I 
think more of them would have been 
rensonable, excepting that one lawyer 
or alienist or somebody like that would 
hear of what a big price somebody else 
was charging ati he was afraid that if 
he did not. make his bill big enough he 
would be thought a cheap man. 

“It is not my place to speak of the 
correctness or incorrectness of the dif- 
ferent charges, as the bills and claims 
are in the hands of the receiver, Mr. 
O'Mara of Pittsburg, and my former 
counsel,.Goy. Stone. I have paid out 
very great sums of money and it has 
exhausted my property. I have turned 
over. $22,000 in cash to the receiver, 
which is sufficient proof of good 
faith,”’ 


His Assets, $128,012, « 

Thaw’s assets are put as $128,012.38, 
with which the receiver will have to 
meet claims aggregating $773,395. 

In addition, Thaw has an income of 
$23,000 a year from his father’s estate, 
and he said today that a portion of this 
income will be applied yearly to paying 
off the Just debts remaining after the 
claims before the referees shall have 
been adjusted on a proper basis. 

‘My smali expenses for meals and 
other things while I remain in the 
Poughkeepsie Jail awaiting the hear- 
ing in September on the question 
whether. I am to have a jury trial for 
my sanity will be met by proper allow- 
ances from the United States Court In 
Pittsburg,” said Thaw. “Meanwhile, I 
trust the friends of mine will provide 
for such items.” 

Thaw admitted that he had only a 
little ready money, not more tahn enough 
to pay his expenses for a few days. 

“Will you tell how. much of your for- 
tune Was spent in extravagant living, 
how. much in legitimate expenses and 
how much in your fight for your life 
and liberty?’ asked the reporter. 

Thaw smiled at the first part of the 
question, - 

“Before my imprisonment, my estate 
was intact and I never lived beyond my 
income. The disipation of my fortune, 
as you term it, was due entirely to the 
enormous €xpense of my trials. 

“There. has been much exaggeration 
concernitg my life prior my im- 
prisonment. Take the story O& the $50,- 
00% ‘Beavty Dinner’ in Paris. It was a 
hoax fem beginning to end. I had 
never Met Liane de Pougy. for 
whom the dinner was supposed to be 
given, -E knew nothing about. it

And sure enough it wasn’t long 
‘till Harry came over to where I wus 
sewing and put his arms around my 
neck and put his head on my stqulder 
and told me.” 

Mrs. Patton’s eyes filled with tears 
as she thought of that broken-hearted 
confession.

American National all of Minneapolis, 
and the Second National Bank of St. 
Paul, filed petitions for the receiver- 
ship. John 8S. Pillsbury of Minneapolis, 
who was aie shareholder, is named 
among the applicants. 

Million and a Half Behind. 

The company's indebtedness amounts 
to about $9,000,000, and the deficiency 
between its assets and its liabilities is 


said to be $1,500,000. Henry L. Little has | 


been general manager. 

The Pilisbury-Washburn Flour Mills 
Co, was formed in 1889 under the laws 
of Great Britain. 
‘A’ mill, known as the largest flour 
mill in the world, and four other mills, 
with a total capacity of 40,000 barrels 
a day. 

It was asserted at the hearing today 
that the  Pilsbury-Washburn Flour 
Mills Co. had done a business of $22,-

LEMANS, France, Aug. 8—Wilbur 
Wright of Dayton, O., today made the 
most successful aeroplane flight ever 
achieved in Europe, when he sailed 2.17 
miles in one minute and 46 seconds. 
Throughout the trial Wright seemed 
to have his machine under perfect con- 
trol. 

The conditions for the test were 
splendid. The sky was clear and a 
gentle ndrthwest breeze was blowing. 

It was! shortly before 3 o'clock this 
afternoon when the aeroplahe was 
brought out of its shed and mounted 
on a small single-wheeled chariot, 
which was resting on a Single rall on 
the ground. : 

“Ready” Says Wright. 

After a preliminary test of the ap- 
paratus, Wright declared all’ was ready 
and took a position beside the motor. 
By means of a falling weight rigged on 
a beam erected on.the ground and con- 
nected with cords, the chariot was 
started running over the rail and the 
aeroplane, given a forward motion, sud- 
denly left the chariot and ascended 
like a bird to a height of % foet. Then 
it swerved and turned in tts corse 
and sailed up the fle:d. It dipped grace- 
fully up and down, attaining a hejgit 
of 60 feet and then descended to, be- 
tween 30 and 40 feet. 

Wright twice circled the field, and 
then,. stopping the motor, brought the 
aeroplane directly in front of the im- 
provised grandstand, which was filled 
with wildly theering spectators. The 
descent was sure and easy and was 
carried out with great nicety, without 
causing a shock to either the machine 
0. operator. 

Wright said later: 

“IT am _ perfectly satisfied 
first flight. I made one or two little 
mistakes, but I am confident I will be 
able to do all I hope for in later trials, 
probably next week,”’ 

Paris Sneered at Inventor. 

The successful flight puts an end to 
an anxious wait in Europe tc see what 
the Wright Brothers were capable of 
accomplishing. The many postpone- 
ments of a public exhibition aroused 
skepticism, a Paris newspape: only last 
night referring to the “bluff Wright 
Rrothers, of whom everybody had been 
talking for many years, and who have 
not yet made good.”’ 

Wright worked silently and carefully 
for today’s event. Although disabled 
as the result of an éxplosion, he labored 
steadily. He put his machine together 
in a shed on a field just outside of Le- 
man’s, sleeping by night beside his in- 
vention.

“Bdison, a denizen of the scientific 
Olympus, is above the greeting of mun- 
dane workers,’’ says Sir James Dewar, 
who first liquified air. 

“T am most interested to ‘earn of Mr. 
Edison’s resolution, and am certain all 
scientists will welcome his decision,’’ 
says Marconi. “I sincerely hope he may. 
be spared for a great many years s0 
that science may be further enriched 
by his splendid genius.’’ 

Science in Dreambfand., 

Sir Wm. Breece, formerly chief elec- 
tricilan of the English Postal Telegraph 
Department, wires: “I am very glad 
to hear of Edison’s resolve. His acute 
observation, maniptiliative skill and rapid 
judgment should help science, which is 
very much in dreamland just now.”

“All men of science must rejoice that 
Edison’s consumate ingenuity and ex- 
perimental skill will be devoted to pure 
science.

BOSTON, Aug. 8.—The baseball “rooter” has become too conspicuous and 
should be allowed in a mild form on the parks of organized ball. 

The real loyal rooter is a welcome addition to the game, as he is never 
offensive, and is seldom feund tied up to a band‘of shouters, two-thirds of 


whom are simply filling in for the 


citement. Many have little or no real 


interest in the club or league they pretend to “root” for on stated occasions. 
In the great world’s series, where crowds go from one city to another, it’s 


well enough to band together and ma 


ke their presence felt, as was the case 


when the Boston rooters went to Baltimore in ‘97 or later when practically 
the same crowd went to Pittsburg. Even then many objectionable characters 


“butted in,” making it unpleasant for 
I note by the reports from London 
that a half dozen baseball rooters fron: 
this country, led by Mike Regan and 
John Kelley, the actor, paid a big 
orice for the next box to the Queen 
and startled 70,000 people in the great 
Stadium with their Indian yells when 
Hayes of New York finished a winner 

m the Marathon race. 

This little band of rooters set the 
whole crowd cheering for the American 
winner and gave the foreigners a taste 
sf what real ‘rooting meant. There 
sould be no objections, as others were 
20t interfered with, and a winner is 
mtitied to insane applause when the 
rvent is of National importance. 

The objections to rooting at ball 
fames is where the idea is to discon- 
ert a fair and wholesome opponent by 
mecalled-for remarks and by carrying 
he game beyond the ball field, often 
lor the disguised benefit of parties not 
the club they 
yretend to be enthused over. 

Should Be Spontancous. 

To be effective, rooting must come 
‘rom the heart and be spontaneous, cut- 
ing out all idea of gatherings off the 
mall field. If not, sooner or later unde- 
jrable persons will be found side by 
ide with the real lover of the sport, 
= the game is the loser in the long 

n. 


A young ball player is often seriously 
{fected by the comments of the crowd, 
oo often encouraged by the local play- 
ws, while many an old player is sensi- 
ive to the jeers and concerted howling 
f@ the fans. Real, genuine enthusiasm,

Sterling McKinney (2:06%) is the sen- 
sational trotter of the hour—made so by 
his performances at the Kalamazoo 
(Mich.) Grand Circuit meeting last 
week, where he beat the redoubtale 
Jack Leyburn (2:04%) Unless by Sweet 
Marie or Highball, Leyburn was sup- 
posed unbeatable, and he would have 
been heavily backed to defeat either of 
the last named. 

Previous to the Kalamazoo affair he 
had started twice in 1908 At Terre 
Haute, on the occasion of his first ap- 
pearance he won in 2:07%, 2:06 and 2:04%, 
establishing a new world’s record for 
three heats by a trotting gelding. Then, 
at Detroit, he won in 2:05%, 2:04%, es- 
stablishing a new world’s record for 
two heats by one. 

Was Natural Favorite. 

The manner in which he trotted those 
two races was so impressive that it is 
no wonder that he went to the post last 
week at “The Zoo’’ @ favorite over the 
entire field opposed to him. The first 
heat he won in 2:07%, but in each of the 
next three Sterling McKinney raced him 
into submission in the stretchy the time 
being 2:06%, 2:07% and 2:07%. Judging 
from the time only, one would feel justi- 
fied in saying that Trusurn eiust have 
been not at his best, and perhaps this 
was true, but nevertheless the horse 
that beat him has license to do so under 
any conditions. 

The career of Sterling McKinney is an 
acute example of the extraordinary pos- 
sibilities of the turf. He is a brown 
horse, now ‘8 years old, and was bred 
fi California. His pedigree is ultra-fash- 
ionable, his sire being McKinney (2:11), 
the greatest of extreme speed sires, and 
his dam by Director (2:17) out of a Nut- 
wood (2:18%) mare, which is ‘“‘creme de 
la creme,’’ so far as blood lines go. 


Not Promising Colt. 
But, strange to relate, his early prom- 


ise was anything but flattering. J., W. 
Rea, a wealthy -resident of San Jose, 
was his breeder, but ne was glad to get 
rid of him before he had matured, for, 
after trial by one of the leading Cali- 
fornia trainers, he was declared a coun- 
terfeit. About that time the McKinney 
‘*boom” began to become aggressive. 

McKinney himself was sbdld to go East 
for $25,000 and his popularity caused 
many Western horsemen to desire to 
dip info the family.: One of these was 
Sterling R. Holt of Indianapolis, who 
is Indiana's leading breeder. He visited 
California, and, attracted by the colt’s 
rare pedigree, he bought him and 
brought him Wast. ‘ 

Believed Him No Good, 

For several years he remained Mr. 
Holt’s property, and during that time 
several of the best trainers in America 
had him in charge, but the verdict was 
the same with them all, and it took 
merely the two letters, “‘N. G.."’ to ex- 
press it. In consequence Mr. Holt de- 
cided that the only place for the horse 
was in the discards, so he consigned 
him to a combination auction sale held 
In Indianapolis in November, 1906, when 
the hammer fell ou him at a bid of 
just $800. 

Sterling was then 6 years old and had 
been given a “tincup” record against 
time of 2:24%%. 

As a racehorse he was regarded as a 
jeke by everybody but the man -who 
bought him, This man was V. L. Shuler, . 
a livery-stable keeper in Indianapolis. 
In former years Shuler had been among 
the best-known trainers in the West and 
had driven some trotters among the 
eracks of their days, including Lock- 
heart (2:08%) and Greenleaf (2:10%). 
Later his health failed him and he gave 
up the sulky and engaged in the livery 
business in the old Indiana city, but 
did not cease to keep close tab on trot- 
ting affairs, especially local ones. 

Bought for 8800. 

The efforts to make a trotter out of 
Sterling McKinley over the Indinapolis 
track caught his attention, and it be- 
came his belief that in this. horse, that 
every one condemned, there was, never- 
theless, great latent qualities. So he 
was on hand the day of the sale and, 
as aforesaid, it cost him but $800 to be- 
come his owner. 


This, as previously stated, was in No- 
vember, 1906. Shuler kept the stallion in 
his livery stable through the winter and 
drove him about the city strets in the 
endeavor to overcome his chief faults— 
nervousness and erratic tendencies. In 
the spring, he began training him at the 
track, and the way in which he deve 
open speed Was something amazing, and 
before the fourth of July he showed 


Many rich engagements were made 
for him on the strength of this, but hid 
first appearance, made at Libertyville, 
Iil., was @ sorry one, as he finished a

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McAleer’s Men Can Lose But Twenty 
More Games This Season and 
Be Certain of Race.

T is possible for the St. Louis Browns to play 54 games yet this season. 
Manager McAleer is pondering how many of these he will have to win 
to get the American League pennant. To all indications, he will have to 


win more gamés this season to get the flag than any American League club 
has ever won before sinve the organization began. The reason of this is that 
the race has practically narrowed down to two clubs, Detroit and St. Louis. 


In the past existence of the American 
League, no club has won more than 9% 
games. Boston was credited with that 
number for the season of 1904, though 
the season before the same club fin- 
ished with a higher percentage with 
but 91 games won, there being but 14 
games to the schedule then. Last sea- 
son Detroit was the victor with 9% 
games. Chicago won it in 1906 with a 
total number of victories of 93. In 1906. 
the Athletics copped with 92 victories. 

But this season, because Detroit ‘and 
the Browns at the present time seem 
inclined to pull away from all other 
clubs in the League, it may require 
somewhere between % and 100 games 
to assure either team of the flag. 

It. all depends on what Chicago and 
Cleveland do from now to the finish. 
In early September, the Western clubs 
will be fighting each other. Should 
Chicago and Cleveland turn on reverse 
Finglish in those days: and topple over 
the Tigers and Browns, thereby liftin 
themselves up to an equa! basis, the 
final dash would be among four clubs 
irstead of two, and it might be possible 
to clinch the flag with about % vic- 
Gories. 

Little to Hope For. 

But there is little chance for Detroit 
taking any great tumble this year. 
McAleer and every one of his players 
knew that only too well. They will 
probably play but 62 of the possible 64 
games, one being a postponed game 
with Chicago that will not be possible 
now unless the Browns make a special 
trip to the Windy City. Allowing that 
one other will necessarily be post- 
poned, it leaves 62 games yet to be 
piayed. 

So if other seasons have any hearing 
on this year's race, if would seem that 
the Browns would be declared the win- 
ners if they win 32 of the 52 games yet 
o1 the list. : 

But to that. they must keep up a 
lively pace from now tll] ni finish. 
When a team can afford to lose but 
20 games in two months’ playing, it 
Is easily seen how disastrous th> loss 
of any one series might be. If the 
Browns should drop three out of four 
to some team, it would have to make 
a cleaning on the next two to make 
up for the loss. 

The Browns must go at a .415 clip 
from now to the finish to win the pen- 
nant and then should Detroit make a 
phenomenal run as well, the Browns 
“Ain't it awful?” 

But then the Browns have been go- 


ing at a better pace than that for the 
past two weeks. Possibly they will 
go at a .650 clip from now tiil Oct. 6, 
for to all indications, the Browns 
should finish the season: stronger than 
they began. 

Browns’ Margin Close. 

The loyal fans who are watching 
the figures and studying the possibil- 
ities from diay to day, will do well to 
Keep in mind that the Browns can 
lose but 18 more games and still be 
reaponably assured of winning the 


flag. 

That's a tough task to set before 
any club, but it’s the kind of playing 
that champions do. It requires the 
players to be up on their toes every 
day. The pitchers must be working 
in form. The club must be hitting 
and the errors must be scarce, 

It would be well for the Browns if 
Chicago and Cleveland do a bit of 
spurting. Baseball is not like many 
other games. In others, one feels he 
has a better chance with but one. oOp- 
ponent left in the field. In baseball 
it is better to have several. 

Of course, there is one danger in 
having Chicago or Cleveland too close 
during the month of September. Dur- 
ing that month the Browns and Ti- 


gers will be fighting each other for 
eleven games. If they should divide 


cago or Cleveland would strike a 
winning streak and take eleven 
straight, the disaster woulu be enor- 
mous, for either Chicago or Cleveland 
would forge to the front, while the 
Tigers and Browns were cutting each 
other's throats. 
To eB Great Series. 


Those September series between the 
Rrowns and Tigers promise to outdo 
anything in past year for baseball 
battles. If the‘coming Eastern trip 
should clese with the two teams stiil 
within a game or two of each other, 
the victor of the series between the 
two would just about win the pen- 
nant. 

Suppose the two should return from 
the East tied for the lead. Suppose 
they start those eleven games tied 
and both play equally well against all 
other teams in the league, aside from 
those eleven games. Then tf one 
team should win seven of those eleven 
fames, it would gain a clear lead of 
two games over the other. 

Indications are that those battles 
between the Browns and Tigers will 
determine the echamplonship. The 
jrowns have played most excelicnt 
baseball on the present homes series 
about to close. But so has Detroit, 
so the two have moved up together. 

But when they come face to face, 
it will be impossible for both to win. 
It will be a hand to hand battle and 
if one wets much the better of the 
Other, that one will win the pennant.

The vicinity of Semple and Cote Bril-

The church already 
owned a large lot at Semple and Cote 
Brilliante avenue. 

Therefore, with a double purpose, the 
Rev. Mr. Smith suggested, four weeks 
ago, that the members erect with their 
own hands a temporary structure. In 
that way,, he said, money would be sav- 
ed for the erection of the $25,000 per- 
manent structure which the church has 
planned to erect on an adjoining site. 
He alse believed that men who had with 
their own hands built the tabernacle 
would be more interested in the future 
of the church. 

The members enthusiastically indorsed 
his plan, The foundations for the church 
were made Tuesday and each day since 
the work has progressed. Yesterday was 
announced as the great bullding day. 
And every member of the church was 
put to work. 

Two Carpenters in Charge.

Alton Man Refuses Promotion 
at Increase in Salary Be- 
cause He Likes Work. 





TWO JOBS IN 40 YEARS 


He Intends ‘to Keep Present 
One, He Says, as Long as 
He Is Physically Able. 








For #@ years James Moore of Up- 
per Alton has been a street car con- 
ductor. He is now 62 years old, and he 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
feels Mke he is good for # years 
more. On the day his father, Capt. 
Troy Moore, was % years old, James 
Moore had been forty years in the 
Street car service. 

He says that he still feels young and 
likes his work after so many years be- 
cause of the observance of a few simple 
rules, which he gives, he says, for: the 
benefit of younger street car men. 

“These sitaple rules will carry any 
man through,” he says. “I have been 
on the cars since I was 22 years old 
because I like the work, and I'll wager 
I'm the youngest old man in Alton, 
my father alone excepted. 

Refuses to Be Promoted, 

“I. do not intend to give it up until 
I am so old or disabled I cannot work. 
I'd rather be a street car conductor 
than a bank president. 

“I meet all the folks I know almost 
every day, and have a good word from 
everybody. I feel more like I am on a 
frolic thun at work, when I take my 
car down town in the morning.” 

Moore began his career as a street 
car man by driving the old horse cars, 


running between Alton and-Upper Alton, 


40 years ago. He continued this for 25 
years. He then entered the service of 
the electric line, and has been with that 
concern ever since. He is hale and 
hearty, and has every appearance of 
being able to work many years more. 

Recently the new management of the 
car line offered him the position of 
tender of the Hartford power house 
and signal station, but he declined it, 
even with an increase of ralary, say- 
ing that he preferred to mix with the 
people. 

Had Had One Accident, 

In all his career, Mr. Moore’ has had 
but one accident. Fifteen years ago 
another car ran‘inte that of which he 
was in charge, but no one on his car 
was hurt. 

Mr. Moore’s father, Capt. Troy Moore, 
was born August 6, 1818, at Waterloo, 
and is probably the best preserved man 
in Madison County. He attributes his 
old age to abstinence from tobacco and 
alcoholic drinks, His eyes are so good 
that he can still read newspapers. 

Capt. Moors is a story teller. He re- 
lates that at the fall of Shiloh his regi- 
ment, on the left wing in a little ravine, 
was hemmed in by the Confederate 


forces and that the only way they had 
of getting out, after their ammunition 
was exhausted was by charging with 
the points of their ;bayonets. Capt- 
Moore was the last to leave the firing 
line in the ravine. He says that he 
was shot twice, once In the back and 
once in the calf of the leg, neither 
wound being dangerous. 
Runs From Sharpshooters. 


“At the siege of Vicksburg,” he said, 
“while Capt. Glynn and I were inspect- 
ing some big cannon on the hill, several! 
Confederate sharpshoote saw us and 
began firing. Bullets whi2zzed about our 
ears and for a while we though that we 
would be shot. 

“At length we started running and I 
believe that we never ran so hard in 
our lives as when we tried to dodge 
those sharpshooters’ bullets. We arriv- 
ed safe with the army.’

Yesterday a corone?’s jury returned a 
verdict that. Dr. Whitney’s death was 
the result of accident. Dr. Whitney had 
a $5000 accident insurance policy. Offi- 
cers of the:law and the majority of the 
residents of: the county are of the opin- 
fon that the jury erred. As a matter of 
fact, discussion of the death of Dr. 
Whitney ig tabooed in Carthage—that 
is, no one cares to speak of how or why 
he might have met his death,

Evidence Is Circumstantial.

It is suggested from this that the 
doctor, feeling himselH growing ill, open- 
ed the chest to get a remedy, possibly 
morphine. But Dr. Whitney was a 
homeopathic practioner, and did not 
carry morphine in his medicine case. 

Had the doctor fallen into the road 
during a fainting spell it is certain that 
his bald scalp would have been more 
deeply cut than it was. As a matter of 
fact there was only a small ‘‘V’’ shaped 
wound on it, in which there was no 
mixture of earth. His coat,; which was 
folded circumspectly about his form, 
Was not marked by dirt as if he had 
been dragged along the road, or as 
if he had been rolled. 

His hat was not soiled. It ig said 
that his medicine case could not be 
opened by falling from the buggy to 
the road. 

Had Dr. Whitney fallen into the road 
with sufficient force to have Killed hi:n 
his head would have been badly mark- 
ed by the sharp rocks with which the 
highway is paved. 

Shortly after the body was found 
those who investigated the surround- 
ings discovered that the buggy had 
come from the west, or the direction 
opposite from the town. Its tracks 
and that of the horse were found in, the

EPUTY CORONER DAIDLEY 
D of Alleghaney County, Penn- 
sylvania, has for the second 
time in a year officially branded the 
Diack cat as a murderer of. children. 
In each case he has charged tabby on 
apparently good and sufficient evi- 
dence, with sucking its victims’ 
breath. 

The last instance was that of Hisie 
Ann Thaxter, 1 month and 8 weeks 
old, daughter of John and _ Alice 
Thaxter, 5210 Morningside avenue, 
Pittsburg. 

The Coroner's verdict was: 


“Deceased came te her death from 
etrengulation, due te a large biack 
eat, onught, flagramte Gelicto, In the 
aet of her breath as she 
slept.’ 

At the inquest Mrs. Thaxter testi- 
fied that when she retired the baby, 
lying in her crib, was in perfect 
health. 

“I was awakened,” she said, “about 
10:30 o'clock, by the child’s loud 
gasping. As I placed my hand, in the 
darkness, upon the cradle, I was hor- 
rified by the contact of soft fur, and 
a hot, quivering body under it. I 
screamed to my husband; and he 
sprang up and lighted a lamp. 

“The hideous sight which met our 
eyes was that of our black cat, lying 
or the body of the baby, its paws 
clasped about her neck and its mouth 
to hers, drawing out her breath. Its 
tawny eyes flamed viciously at us as 
the I'ght shone upon them, and 
threatening growls issued from its 
throat. 

“My husband tried to beat the beast 
off, bu’ it clung to its prey. He had 
to drag it loose by main strength, and 
in his anger be flung it from a three- 
sory windoy. As its body was not 
found the next morning, it probably 

only one or two of its nine lives. 

“The baby’s gasping had now 
ceased, and she lay so still that we 
caiied a physician. He pronounced 
her dead.” 

Mr, Thaxter then took up the tale,

“The boy was sleeping in anothe 
reom,” he said, “and we were sim- 
ilarly awakened by his stertorious 
breathing. On entering his room. we 
found the same black cat stretched 
alongside him in bed, its body close 
to his, its muzzle pressed against his 
mouth and nose. 

“He was almost smothered when 
we drove the cat off, and was resus- 
citated with difficulty. We took the 
cat miles away, but it found its way 
back in two weeks to kill our other 
baby.” 

Coroner Daidley’s records show a 
third case in which he accused a 
black cat of infanticide. The victim 
was Benita M. Dein, a young child 
living in Penn Township, who was 
strangled as she slept. Her death oc- 
corred in January, 1907. 

Physicians declare that it is me- 
chanically possible for a cat 
smother an infant by sucking its 
breath. A baby’s lungs have no 
greater capacity for air than those 
of a full-grown cat, whose inhalation 
would exhaust all the breath in the 
child’s body. The weight of the fe- 
line vampire on, the baby’s chest 
would, moreover, prevent full res- 
piration. 

A cat’s nostrils are so shaped by 
nature as to be capable of forming a 
perfect juncture with those of a baby 
and a little muzzling would push 
them upwards into a perfeet fit. The 
cat's chin would rest closely over its 
victim’s mouth, preventing it from 
heing opened to relieve the strangu.- 
lation. Presuming the cat's mur- 
derous intentions, its faculty of gee- 
ing at night would enable it to as- 
sume the fatal position in the dark.

ther physicians declare 
weight of a iarge cat's ee ee 
child's breast and the pressure of its 
muzzle upon its mouth and nose 
would be sufficient to smother the 
child without sucking its breath in 
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addition. In this case, the cat migh' 
be innocent of a sinister Intent, and 
accidentally commit murder through 
an impulse of affection. or a desire 
for the warmth of the baby’s body. 

Popular presumption is against 
the cat, on account of its wicked rep- 
utetion through many ages, in the 
folklore of nearly all nations, both 
ancient and modern. 

Is the indictment almost universal- 
lv brought against black cats, that 
they strangle children in their sleep 
by sucking their breaths, a mere su- 
perstition of the nursery room, or has 
‘t, like most alleged superstitions, a 
basis in fact? It is the custom, in 
this cocksure age of science and

erations. Its clandestine nocturnal 
»xpeditions, its tartarean color blend- 
inz with the night, its uncanny stare 
into space as if seeing hidden and for- 
bidden things, have given it an un- 
ballowed name as the familiar of de- 
mons, or perhaps an embodiment of 
the King of Hell himself. 

Cats were held in such awesome 
reverence in Egypt that on the deat» 
ot one all the men oo ae 
shaved their heads an 
quadruped gods high funeral honors 
to conciliate the wrath of their spir- 
its. Midnight prowling# and yowls at 
the moon caused them to be believed 

cred to Isis. 
ha Egyptian would rather kill his 
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mother than slay a cat. Herodotus 
tells of a Greek who was slain by & 
mob in Thebes because he slew a 
cat, mot knowing the country’s cus- 
tums. At death they were embalmed 
with all the spices accorded a Pha- 
raoh, and buried in costly mauso- 
leu.ns. 

The black cat was for ages regard- 
ed as the favorite agent of witch- 
craft. In pictures of the luckless 
hags charged with exercising the 
“biack art,” cats were constantly de- 
picted as their companions; 

It was charged that witches fre- 
quently dispatched grimalkin to take 
the lives of infants by sucking, their 
breaths. So firm was popular belief 
in the complicity of the cat, that it 
was often condemned to share the 
excution of its mistress, being burned 
with her at the stake, or flung with 
ber into the water. 

In the latter case, agile tabby often 
paddled ashore and escaped. This 
feat was not regarded as a proof of 
innocence, but of superior favor with 
some demon which preserved it for 
future iniquities. 

The Prince of Darkness was be- 
lieved to have chosen the cat for his 
own, and sent it to dwell by the fire- 
sides of men to lure them to de- 
struction. The cat that served seven 
musters, each for seven years, car- 
ried the soul of the seventh to Ge 
henna. The wife who stole from her 
husband’s side to join the shameful 
revels of witches, crept through the 
lattice window as “‘a sleek, black cat.” 

The historian, Jean Bodin, is au- 
thority for the statement that the 
heretical Waldenses, when hard 
pushed by royal troops, summoned to 
their aid a demon cat, under whose 
leadership they again and again 
escaped unwhipt of justice. 

A baker’s wife in Cologne, c.:nvict- 
ed of being a witch, was condemned 
io perish by the faggot. The flames 
arose, the smoke enveloped ber thick- 
ly, the priest uplifted his voice in 
prayer, when, with a defiant screech, 
there leaped from the fire a huge 
black cat, which disappeared in a 
trice amid the ter~ified throng.

The belief was widespread that on 


St. John’s eve all the cats in the 
world flocked to Brocken to assist the 


witches in celebrating their Sabbatiy 


with diabolical revelries. It was sol- 
emnly déclared: by students that not 
even'a kitten was to be found at home 
om this night and that the whole fe- 
line popniation was abroad, on deeds 
of mischief bent. 

This belief caused, during the six- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries, the 
custom of burning thousands of cats 
alive on St. John’s day. In Picardy 
the feline holocaust was made a pub- 
lic celebration. Lanterns and torches 
were carried in protession through 
the streets to the scraping of fiddlers 
and the piping of flutes; bonfires 
were lighted, and while the children 
dunced merrily about them, black 
cats, fastened to poles, were dropped 
into the heart of the flames. 

In many fables, the cat is imputed 
with a cunn'ng hypocrisy, in addition 
to blacker sins. In a Hindoo legend 
a swarthy cat is described as living 
in pretended austerity on the banks 
of the Ganges. The fame of the new 
saint’s piety, long prayers and rigor- 
ous fasts, inspires the mice and birds 
with such confidence that they gather 
worshipfully about him daily, aud are 
daily devoured. 

Another cat, in Aesop, is appealed 
to by a hare and a mouse to act as 
arbiter in a dispute between them. 
Solemnly consenting, the cat, sigh- 
ing that he is old and half-blind, 
cajoles the opponents to approach 
nearer and nearer that he may see 
them. At last they are in his 
and never live to hear his decision.

The crucifixion is preceded by a 
procession, in which volunteers carry 
crosses and.wear crowns of cactus 
thorns, while others, armed with 
knouts, lash their baretl backs. In 
the rear comes a rabble of fanatics, 
flagellating themselves, gashing their 
flesh with knives avd pieces of glass, 
ani wailing prayers for the remission 
of their sins. 


The Oasting of Lots 


After the procession follows the 
casting of lots to determine which of 
the bleeding and exhausted devotees 
shall be awarded the supreme honor 
of death on the cross. The issue of 
the drawing is awaited with ardor, 
each candidate hoping to be the chos- 
ei one, and lamenting his fil-fortune 
if another is selected. 

This ceremony takes place in the 
Moradas, or chapter houses about 
which stand or lie rude crosses, 20 
feet high. The moradas are built in 
remote and hidden fastnesses, where 
outsiders rarely wander, and woe to 
the unbeliever who dares profane tha 
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learned that white malefactu..s were 
even more sensitive to the flames 
than negroes. The supreme evolution 
of lynching was attained when white 
women, accused of murder were con- 
sumed at the stake. 

These enormities finally began ts 
horrify the consciences of even the 
communities in which lynching had 
flourished. Sheriffs began hunting 
down lynchers on the charge of mur- 
der. 

Gov. Vardaman of Mississippi, who 
won office through his diatribes 
against the negro, once chartered a 
special train and rescued a black 
tinan from a mob. In the three years 
since 1905, fewer lynchings have been 
committed, by neurly half, than oc- 
curred in the single year of 1892. I 
that year 235 men and women, white 
and black, perished at the hands of 
the mob. 

The “execution tree’ of the Semi- 
nole Indians at Wewoka, Ok., is a 
curious relic of the barbarous exe- 
cutions in the Southwest. This tree 
stood beside the old council house of 
the nation, and all Indians sentenced 
to death by the old men of the tribal 
court were placed with their backs 
to it and shot. Capital crimes were 
horse stealing and aggravated cases 
o* murder. 

The last official execution, a pho- 
tograph of which is reproduced on 
this page, was that of Tulmoskey, a 
full-blooded Seminole, who was shot 
in March, 1894. This was just before 
an act of Congress disbanded the 
Five Civilized Tribes and dissolved 
all Indian courts, their power being 
vested in a Federal tribunal. 

Imoskey was convicted of horse 
Stealing, and even the romantic temp- 
tation which led him into the fault 
aid not weigh with the stern jndges. 
The Seminole’s sweetheart, an Indian 
maiden, lived 100 miles away and was 
os cn dying with fever. The young 

rave rode day and night unti) his 
Own horse fell dead under him, 


whereupon he appropriated another 
and completed his journey. On his 
return he was arrested and sentenced 
to death for horse stealing, a more 
serious crime than even murder in 
the eyes of the Indians. 

Three weeks were given him to pre- 
pare for death. Most of the time was 
spent by the side of his mistress, who 
died of grief, it is said. over the fatal 
extreme to which devotion had led 
her lover. 

Tulmoskey was placed under no 
bond to return to die, nor was any 
officer or spy set at his heels. He 
gave his word to return to the “ex- 


ecution tree,” and neither his friends 
nor the Indian court entertained a 
suspicion that he would not go. 

They knew that any Indian would 
rather die than dishonor his fam- 
ily by violating the tribal code of 
honor and break his word, even 
though keeping it meant a shameful 
death. 

Tulmoskey bade his relatives good- 
by, disposed of all he possessed, and 
early on the morning set for his 
execution took his place under the 
fatal tree. He wore his best clothes, 
for in them he would be buried. 

He was blindfolded and placed on a 
stone at the foot of the tree. A white 
paper, cut in the size and form of a 
human heart, was pinned over his 
heart as a target. One of the Light 
Horse Men, or Indian peace officers, 
known to be an unerring shot, took 
his place, armed, 15 paces from the 
victim. Death was practically instan- 
taneous. There is no instance known 
in which the first bullet failed to 
pierce the center of the paper heart. 


In a Dishonored Grave 


The dead man, who could not be 
buried even in the graveyard of his 
family, so great was the disgrace of 
his taking off, in their estimation, 
was dragged to the nearest forest, 
and unceremoniously thrust into a 
rude trench. No stone or slab was 
erected to mark the spot, and he was 
forgotten as soon as possible by all 
concerned. 

It is doubtful if the milder punish- 
ments of the Federal courts have 
been as effective as the rigors of the 
Indian tribunals. There has been a 
large increase in lawlegsness in the 
nation since the change. The Semi- 
noles, used to trig] by their peers, 
have not easily submitted themselves 
to the authority of the palefaces and 
usually go on the scout upon learning 
tnat a warrant for their arrest is

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A yeteran deputy marshal, who has 
ridden the Seminole nation for 30 
years, says inat these Indians are the 
hest fighters, the most vindictive cn- 
omies and the most cunning fugitives, 
when pursued by the law, of #1! the 
five tribes. 

According to the old code, there 
were only two punishments, the‘lash 
and death. Minor offenses were. pun- 
ishable by flogging, the number of 
lashes depending upon the seriousness 
of the misdemeanor. Upon the repeéeti- 
tion of an offense punishable by the 
whip the offender was executed 
without further ado. A horse thief 
received less consideration than a 
murderer. 

Standing in the corner of the store 
of the Wewoka Trading Co., at We- 
woka, is all that now remains of the 
“execution tree.” It is a section of 
white oak, whose back is riven with 
bullet holes, some of them enlarged 
and jagged where boys have cut the 
balls out. It has been preserved as 
an eloquent relic of the administra- 
tion of justice among the Seminoles. 

Too little is known by outsiders of 
the murderous rites of the Peniterf® 
tes, a degraded religious sect of the 
Southwest, to declare whether their 
annual crucifixions are not sometimes 
punishments of crime instead of al- 
Ways rewards for superior plety. Gen- 
eral opinion inclines to the latter 
hypothesis, The sect is confined to 
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of the priests, the crucified one is not 
nailed, but tied, to the cross. 

_ Yet, so brutal is the suffering that 
even now the executions aie generally 
fatal. The thongs of rawhide are tied 


so tightly that they cut into the flesh: 


and prevent circulation, the victim's 
Lody turning blue, the while vocifer- 
ous prayers arise from the s tors. 
The moans and writhings the sac- 
rifce in time cease, and he is there- 
upon declared to be “dead to sin.” 

Weually he is dead to everything

The order has been remarkably suc- 
cessful in concealing its rites from 
the eyes of the rest of the world.

There is a handsome young chap, 
dark and slender, who usually plays 
the dandy and the unfortunate lover, 
and endures blows, falls and mortifi- 
cations as if he enjoyed them. A 
heavy-set athletic man is equally at 
home as a decrepit old sailor or as a 
Spanish don. There is a talented boy, 
who is sometimes the child of a beg- 
gar, and sometimes the pampered 
scion of wealth. 

Old nickelodeon goerg grow to re- 
mark, after seeing the first few films 
of a series: 

“This scene will be good: so and so 
acts in it.” 

One often wonders who these 





anonymous people of talent , are, 
known to all the world and yet utter- 
ly unknown. They play to two conti- 
nents, yet they have no biographers 
snd no newspaper notices. Even their 
names are mysteries. 

The careless amusement seeker lit- 
tlo knows the great pains involved in 
oroducing one of the films, which 
‘ouch his sympathy or excite his risi- 
vilities. The manufacturers must 
maintain a corps of playwrights to de- 
rise the plots required by a public 
which cannot bear to see the same 
scene twice and which is inordinate 
in its demand for shows. 

It requires ability out of the ordi- 
nary to plan a moving picture act. 
The dramatist must convey his 
thought by gestures and fac'al expres- 
sion alone. The need of insistency 
and force sometimes leads him to the 
xther extreme, and he rei‘erates a mo- 
tion or a look, so that the idea can- 
not miss being impressed on the spec- 
tators, until the artificiality of his 
vehicles of expression becomes too 
apparent. 

Thousands of Photographs. 

It is no slight task to unfold a 
whole drama and complete it in a 
‘ew thousand pictures requiring 10 
minutes, perhaps, to run off. His 
plot must be simple, the difficulties 
into which the characters are led as 
obvious as the sun, and the solution 
f them intelligible to the lowest un- 
derstanding. 

After the playlet is composed. there 
must be rehearsal upon rehearsal, for 
one mistake on the part of the actors 
would ruin a costly film. 

tt was not until 20 years after the 
invention of the «inetoscope by Ed- 
igon that the possibility of its devel- 
oping the “people's playhouse 
dawned upon theatrical promoters. 
About three years ago this idea was 
first broached, and it spread. Thotw- 
sands of small towns in the Soutb- 
west heretofore dependent for amuse- 
ment upon itinerant barnstormers 
who appeared once in two months, 
now have their nickelodeons by day 
and by night, and the drama, well 
acted, has how become part of their 
everyday life. 

The moving picture machine was 
used for years like an old-fashioned 
stereopticon, for “one-night stands.

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4E question, to which geologists have for 
a years sought to find an answer, as to 
whether the primitive American ever saw a 
mastodon, has, it is now claimed, been positive- 
ly settled in the affirmative by the discovery of 
a carved image of the huge prehistoric beast in 
Boone’s Cave, near Frankfort, Ky. 

This discovery, which, ironically enough, fell 
to a party of Cincinnati business men on a jaunt, 
definitely proves that the cave-dwelling St. 
Louisan of 12,000 years ago, when he promenaded 
down Broadway, was likely to encounter a tiger, 
an elephant or a rhinoceros, all of which animals 
once thronged the North American continent. 

The picture, executed by some rude artist 
vielding a flint chisel, was carved on a curiously 
shaped mass of sandstone. It seemed on-e to have 
been worshiped as an idol. It had been protect- 
ed from the ravages of tim: by a thin glaze of 
stone, which, in the form of dust, had settled 
over it and hardened with the ages. 

That the creature was a mastodon and not an 
elephant was evident from the size and character- 
istic curve of the tusks. 

In the same cave the explorers found a great 
number of human bones, and also the bones of 
many strange animals, which they took to the 
Cincinnati Museum for classification and, if pos- 
sible, articulation. 

The members of the party were J. C. Smith, 
L. Striker, C. C. Forrester, George Swain, Rich- 
ard Klotzbatch and O. B. Wheeler. ‘hey made 
the trip from Dayton, O., to the cave in a gasoline 
launch owned by Smith. 

It has been known for several years that man 
and the mastodon were contemporaneous in 
France, through the finding of similar carvings 
in caves. But this is the first time an American 
picture of a masfodon has been found. 

Primeval man, confined to his cave by inclem- 
ent weather or by fear of destruction by more 
powerful animals, beguiled the tedium by carving 
or painting images of the voracious creatures 
which haynted him. The mastodon in particular 
seems to have impressed him, on account of its 
ponderous, uncouth bulk and its enormous, dead- 
ly tusks. 

Evolution has not yet been able to explain why 
savage man, of all the shaggy beasts of whom 
he was one, seized upon pencil and stone chisel, 
and gave material form to his experience and 
his fears. By drawing his first picture, scientists 
assert, he advanced a wider step above the brutes 
of the field than Michael Angelo’s consummate 
art showed over his forerunner’s rude drawings. 

So excellent were the drawings of the man of 
the stone age that one can tell at a glance what 
they were intended to represent. His work was 
like that of an untutored child’s. 

It is ‘not to be supposed, say archeologists, that 
every prehistoric man could draw a picture like 
that of the mastodon discovered in Boone’s Cave. 
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The drawings are said to be-productions of the 
geniuses of that age, of preadamatic Raphaels, 
Giottos and Corregios. 

Missouri was a sort of headquarters for mas- 
todons, which seemed to have a predilection for 
Kimmswick as a place to die in. When a masto- 
don felt old age creeping upon him, he used his 
last strength to make a pilgrimage to the salt 
springs near that town, and laid his bones in 
the mastodon cemetery. From this place was ob- 
tained the first complete skeleton of a mastodon 
by a St. Louis second-hand book seller, who was 
paid $25,000 by-the British Museum and a pension 
of $1000 a year. 

So plentifully are the remains of the mastodon 


scattered over Missouri and Illinois that scarcely 
a week passes without some excavator’s discov- 
ering a tooth or some bone characteristic of the 
animal. Enough of them left their bones in 
Missouri alone to furnish forth a skeleton troop 
sufficient to overstock all the museums in the 
world. 

From the remains it may be estimated in what 
armies the huge beasts used to range across the 
State, how tiny man would slink into his cave 
until they passed by, and how some primeval 


Nimrod, or perhaps Roosevelt, would gain re- 
nown by hanging audaciously on their flanis 
unseen, cutting off some strayer from the herd, 
slaying him with stone weapons and dragging 
back his tusks as trophies. 

The mastodon, or “nipple-tooth,” was so named 
by Cuvier, from characteristic conical projections 
found on the molar teeth. In size, as well as in 
form and structure, it closely resembled the ele- 
phant, but was usually heavier. The variations 
of.the tusks, which differentiated the two species, 
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passed so insensibly into one another by a series 
of gradations, that the line dividing them into dis- 
tinct species is arbitrary and artificial. 

The young of both sexes were furnished with 
two tusks in each lower jaw, but the female soon 
shed both, and the male retained only one. No in- 
ferior tusks have been found in the elephant.

Stand of the Lost Cause. 


ISTORIANS of the Civil War 
have left an impression that, 
upon the surrender of Gen. 

Lee the whole fabric of the Confed- 
eracy instantly crashed down, from 
the Potomac to the Rio Grande. They 
have touched but lightly on the fact 
that as the standard of the Lost 
Cause was fluttering swiftly down, 
it was seized by spirited hands west 
Of the Mississippi, and was once 
more, for a little space, uplifted on 
high and its stars and bars flung 
defiantly to the winds. 

After the fall of Richmond the Con- 


/ federacy arose from its ashes in Lou- 
~  islana and Texas, and for nearly two 


nionths indulged sanguine dreams not 
only of preserving the vast Southweat 
to the cause, but of retrieving the 
Southeast, and winning recognition 
ui An Independent nation from the 
powers of pe. 

The existence of this forlorn hope, 
and its ultimate wreck, have been
